Fireworks! 


The Fourth of July fireworks will 
take place as scheduled, on July 5. 
A vote of the Wilmington Board of 
Appeals, after hearing the 
arguments Tuesday night, was 
unanimously in favor. 

Deputy Chief of Police Bernard 
Nally testified that there are only a 
few problems which have occured 
during the fireworks display, and 
that the police officers who have 
been detailed have proven to be 
adequate. He estimated the crowd 
at 30,000, last year, 

The Fourth of July Committee 
does not pay for any of the police 
officers at the site, One or two are 
paid by the carnival people. With 
reasonable problems "we can 
handle it." 

John Sanborn of Church Street 
told the Board of Appeals that a 
police officer could not get down 
the strect last year, and he cannot 
understand+why the fireworks are 
being run on the fifth, with a rain 
date being Saturday. 

The Fourth of July Committee, 
Sanborn said,’ "is out for the 
bucks." The show, he went on to 
say, is not for the Town of 
Wilmington. 

Appeals Chairman Bruce 
McDonald observed that" I didn't 
hear that from the Deputy Chief of 
Police." 

Sanborn observed that if he had a 
heart attack "how would the 
ambulance reach my home?" 

Chairman Jim Stewart of the 
Fourth of July Committce read a 
list of events that occur during the 
Fourth of July celebration, all 
‘conducted by local clubs and 
organizations. The list was some- 
what long. 

"Last year" he added, "I did not 
get the 'no parking’ signs up. It was 
my fault, and the first time it 
happened. 

The Deputy Chicf told the appeals 
board that a fire truck is present 
during the fireworks, and further 
that there is a police officer on the 
roof of the high school. 

"If we came up short of police we 
could call in some out of town 
cops" the Deputy Chief told the 
board. 

Chairman Jim Stewart added that 
We also have the American Red 
Cross on the common, and the 
Regional Health Center is ready to 
respond to an emergency.” 

All three Board of Appeals 
members voted in favor, Bruce 
McDonald, Jim Hackett and Lou 
Farkus. 

David Bourne of Jere Road was 
not present for his case to present 
an appeal.

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Local aid figures 
still up in air

As the June 10 town meeting 
approaches, budget figures remain 
uncertain, At last week's school 
committee meeting, Town Mana- 
ger Michael Caira said Wilmington 
now faces local aid cuts of between 
$750,000 and $1,065,000. Original 
es were for a $600,000 


‘aira recommended the town and 
schools share the deficit with each 
side picking up 48 percent and the 
Shawsheen Tech picking up the 
difference. This means an addi- 
tional $511,000 might have to be 
reduced from already tight 
budgets. 

But, explained Caira, "these are 
not hard and fast figures; these are 
estimates.” He said they come from 
the House of Representatives, 
which voted last Monday to cut 
$305 million in local aid. 

According to Caira, state officials 
are looking at such local options as 
doubling the excise tax and re- 
vising the Proposition 2 1/2 
formula to raise funds. If these 


Youth killed when 
motorcycle hits tree 


A Wilmington youth was killed 
in a motorcycle accident on 
Shawsheen Avenue Tuesday night. 
Gregory L, Gardner, 19, of Adams 
Street died when his motorcycle 
went off the road, flipped over and 
hit a tree. The accident took place 
about 9 p.m. 

Deputy Police Chief Bernard 
Nally said that Gardner was 
travelling toward Wilmington on 
Route 129 when the accident 
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occurred opposite Moore Street. 
He said that there was no indication 
of why the motorcycle went off the 
road. 

Gregory was the youngest of 
three sons of Russell and Bertha 
Gardner. 

Funeral arrangements were not 
complete at press time, but will be 
handled by the Cavanaugh Funeral 
Home. 
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proposals were to pass, they 
wouldn't go into effect until the 
April election, the town manager 
said. 

Caira explained, in his mind, the 
"Ieast painful" way to raise 
revenues is to bring the excise tax 
up to $50 for everyone. This would 
mean an additional $645,000 in 
revenues for Wilmington, Caira 
said. In answer to a question on the 


feasibility of charging a trash fee , 


for curbside pick-up, Caira said 
this solution wasn't "fiscally 
prudent." Before leaving, the 
manager assured the committee he 
would update them on anymore 
changes in the state local aid 
figures. Caira added he preferred 
to follow through with the June 10 
meeting even though figures may 
not be firm at that time. John 
DeMarco reminded him the school 
committee needed to sce firm 
numbers so they can set their 
programs for September. 

In an update before the finance 
committee yesterday (Tuesday), 
Caira offered three projected 
deficits for Wilmitfgton: a deficit 
of $662,223 based on the $305 
million reduction in local aid voted 
by the House; a projected deficit of 
$685,000 based on a $315 million 
cut aimed at by Senator Pat 
McGovern; and a projected deficit 
of $709,000 based on a $325 
million cut proposed by Chairman 
Finneran of the House Ways and 
Means Committee. 

Caira said one piece of good news 
is a consensus not to fund teachers’ 
pension assessments at the local 
level. This would come out to a 
$117,000 savings for Wilmington. 
But that is offset by a yéduction ig 
lottery receipts back (to the 1991), 
level, which meang a loss of * 
$144,000 for the yown, and an 
additional $3,284 in MBTA 
assessments. 
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Caira outlines 
department cuts

Eleven full-time positions and 
approximately 15 part-time jobs 
are slated to be cut from the 
municipal side of the budget if 
Wilmington Town Manager 
Michael Caira goes along with a 
projected deficit of $662,223 in FY 
‘92. That figure is the local aid cut 
voted in the state House of Rep- 
resentatives last week. Caira 
Stressed this was the most opti- 
mistic of three projected deficits 
and figures could change yet again 
before the June 10 town mecting. 

At Tuesday's finance committee 
meeting, Caira outlined his plan to 
reduce the town side of the 
proposed "92 budget by $309,000. 
A total of $317,867 will have to be 
cut to meet the manager's goal of a 
48 percent split of the deficit by the 
schools and the ‘town. The 
remaining four percent is expected 
to come from the Shawsheen Tech 
vocational school. 

Preliminary plans call for a 
savings of $12,304 in the mana- 
ger's office. Aceording to Caira 
this will be achieved by a reduction 
in full time staff. 

A potential $59,617 savings will 
be achieved in the police depart- 
ment through personnel adjust- 
ments, cuts in contractual s2rvices, 
and support of the DARE program 
through private donations, A 
$28,000 savings will be realized in 
the fire department by redeploying 
the deputy chiefs.and reducing one 
firefighter because of a disability, 
said Caira. 


The biggest reduction will come 
from the Department of Public 
Works. In this department, Caira 
expects to save $89,808 by 
reducing full time employees from 
39 to 35 people and part time help 
from 13 to eight staff members 
with a reduction in work wecks as 
well. In addition, Caira plans to 
reduce rubbish costs further and 
not fund the household hazardous 
waste day next year. 

In the public buildings depart- 
ment, a $71,457 savings will be 
achieved by reducing staff from 41 
full time employees to 35 and cut- 
ting the fuel account by $36,950. In 
the recreation department Caira 
plans to save $81,461 in a number 
of ways. Among them are climi- 
nation of the town beach subsidy 
and making the beach self- 
sufficient by raising fees for 
out-of-towners, using vending ma- 
chines, and taking a bigger fee 
from ice cream vendors. Caira also 
proposes saving $1700 in transpor- 
tation costs to-Carhnp Forty Acres 
by possibly using a school building 
for the special needs summer 
program and charging a fee for 
field trips: for special needs 
youngsters. In addition, staff at the 
camp would be reduced by two and 
replaced by volunteers. 

A $17,500 savings is expected to 
be realized at the library by 
reducing the work hours of part 
time staff by 15 percent and cutting 
materials and supplies. Caira 
pointed out officials are striving to 
keep the library open 56 hours a 


weck, which is the present 
schedule, but this could be difficult 
with further cuts. 

Other projected savings will 
come from the Historical Com- 
mission, the Handicapped Affairs 
Commission, Elderly Services 
(through a re-allocation of per- 
sonnel), and the board of health (by 
taking $2,895 from mental health 
services). 

Fincom member Walter Kamin- 
ski asked if there were any plans to 
save the town the cost of the Fourth 
of July celebration, Caira replied 
though residents are under the 
impression the town doesn't incur 
any of those costs, in fact, it does 
cost about $7,000 to pay for police 
details and help from the DPW, 
public buildings department, and 
the fire department. The manager 
explained one possible change 
being discussed is to charge all 
vendors, whether non-profit or 
not, a fee to help defray the town's 
cost. 

Fincom Chairman Paul Palizzplo | 
stressed that all town departments 
should be in agreement on the 
reductions before going into town 
mecting. He said he didn't want a 
“battle” on the floor of town 
meeting June 10. Caira said the 
department heads realize the need 
to economize. 

Caira also pointed out, if these 
additional cuts go into effect, 
residents can expect to wait longer 
for such services as sweeping their 
roads and other requ He added 
he would have final figures ready 
by the fincom's June 4 meeting. 


Shouting erupts 
over layoff policy

Shouting erupted last week as 
Town Counsel Alan Altman, 
attorney for the Wilmington 
School Committee, advised com- 
mittee members to handle 
questionable layoffs on a case by 
case bas 

Altman met Wednesday with the 
school board to discuss 22 im- 
pending layoffs and to interpret the 
Reduction in Force (RIF) policy 
guiding those layoffs as spelled out 
in the teachers’ contract. A diffe- 
rence of opinion arose over the 
layoffs when members of the 
teachers' union charged the com- 
mittee with changing the layoff 
process. As a result, the union 
threatened a lawsuit for each 
person on the RIF list. Committee 
members claimed putting certified 
secondary teachers who are 
inexperienced at the lower level 
into elementary positions was not 
in the best interest of the 
elementary students. This was the 
process last year when tenured 
secondary teachers were involun- 
tarily transferred to the lower 
grades and bumped out several non 
tenured instructors. 

Altman said the RIF policy 
requires that secondary and ele- 
mentary teachers be laid off by 
department or, under a second set 
of criteria, by seniority in the 
district. In case of ambiguities, he 
added, the committee should fol- 
low past practice or handle those 
layoffs on an individual basis. 

Because of deep cuts, this is the 
first\year that tenured teachers will 
be laid off. Some committee 
members expressed disatisfaction 


‘with a policy that allows teachers 


with seniority in the high school to 
move to the bottom of the seniority 


oul EL Cop, 
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list when they are involuntarily 
transfered to primary grades. 

"I think that's a serious issue in 
this whole policy," said Peggy 
Kane, adding that the union didn't 
do enough to protect teachers who 
were involuntarily transfered last 
year. 

Altman called the involuntary 
transfers "inappropriate" and said 
he felt they weren't in compliance 
with sound educational practise. He 
also targeted the union's proposed 
lawsuit saying, "litigation never 
really solves the problem." 

Words flew over a prior meeting 
of the WTA and the board's sub- 
committee on contract negotia- 
tions. WTA president John Wood 
claimed the sub-committee brought 
up a “laundry list" of 20 items 
during the previous meeting 
instead of sticking strictly to the 
FY '92 budget. Sub-committee 
member Aldo Caira replied that 
the WTA attorney suggested cove- 
ring the extra issues, Caira then 
charged that the union didn't take 
care of its members during the 
involuntary transfers and called the 


negotiated RIF policy "the worst 
RIF contract I've seen in my life." 


Wood called Caira's comments 
"self-serving" and charged that the 
committeeman was attempting to 
break the union, 

Kane urged both sides to refrain 
from trading insults as Chairman 
Shirley Callan warned Wood not to 
insult a member of her board. 

"We have a horrible thing to do 
here. We cannot sleep at night. We 
take this very seriously," said 
Kane. 

"You can't sleep at night? Come 
off it; I'm losing my job," retorted 
Wood before stalking out of the 
meeting. 

Kane si sted the WTA and the 
committee sign off on a seniority 
list cach year so both sides will be 
clear on how layoffs will proceed. 
Several board members favored a 
mecting with the WTA before 
tonight’s (Wednesday's) regular 
meeting to di the more con- 
troversial layoffs being proposed. 
A motion to meet with the union 
passed in a four to two vote. 


School board, WTA

budget. 

According to school committee- 
man Aldo Caira, each side held to 
its respective position on the 
interpretation of the RIF policy.

Tribute to a professional

Springtime is always a special time of year, especially for 
the gardener. This year, Wilmingtorhas one less gardener. 

Former Town Accountant Bob Peters died last week. Bob 
was an early riser, whose car could usually be seen outside 
the town hall at 7 a.m. If he made any mistakes in his 

‘s, nobody —well, practically nobody — ever knew. 

s s own wife, Dot. Their work was always 
thoroughly professional. After Bob retired, she continued on 
as his successor for a few years. 7 

When not crunching numbers, Bob had a passion of touring 
large expanses of real estate, chasing small white balls. He 
also loved to grow smaller green ones. 

Bob was a repeat winner of the Town Crier Golden Pea 
Spoon Award. In fact, he was the first local gardener 
reported to break the June 1 "pea barrier." 

Peas.are an early crop, traditionally planted on St. Patrick's 
Day, which means the gardener really has to prepare the soil 
in the fall. It takes some planning, but is certainly worth the 
effort. Anyone whose impression of peas is those green 
things that come in a can or a freezer bag should taste a 
serving of peas, cooked and served straight from the garden. 
Fresh peas are at their best for less than four hours after 
picking. After that, the sugars begin to turn to starch. You 
might as well be eating wood. Peas are also best when grown 
early in the spring. They just don't do well in heat. 

To encourage local gardeners to grow an early crop of 
peas, the Town Crier has always run a competition, known as 
the Golden Pea Spoon Award. It,is called a mythical award, 
because there is no prize awarded. The winner has already 
eaten his prize, a delicious serving of peas. 

About 20 years ago, Bob figured out a reliable method of 
growing peas, and won the award for two or three years in a 
row. Out of fairness to other gardeners, Larz declared Bob a 
professional, and therefore ineligible for future awards. He 
was the only person ever given that honor. 

This year's winner may have already picked and served the 
winning entry. Because the prize is mythical, there is no need 
to falsify an entry, nor to verify. Any gardener picking an 
early crop-of peas should report the date to the Town Crier. 
We are looking for enough peas to be served with a meal, not 
just the first two pods. J

Traditionally, Beacon Hill has been to taxes what pig farms are 
to flies. But in a philosophical about face last week, all that 
changed as Democratic leaders in the House of Representatives 
adopted a Republicanesque budget, free of tax hikes and including 
a $305 million cut in local aid. 
State Representative Marianne Brenton (R - Burlington) 
that the lean $12.8 billion state budget for Fiscal Year 1992 was 
the beginning of "good government returning to Massachusetts”. 
The freshman legislator, one of seventeen new G.O.P. members 
to join the House in 1991, said party lines dissolved as both sides 
of the aisle recognized the “dire straights" of the budget crisis. 
"You see that when Democrats join Republicans to vote for a 
balanced budget free of tax hikes", said Brenton, who credited 
Speaker Flaherty and House Ways and Means Chairman Finneran 
for the bipartisan budget success. 
Remnants of Partisanship , 
One of the clogest budget votes came when Rep. Rob 
Krekorian (R - Reading) offered an amendment that would have 
significantly reduced the local aid cut. Krekorian's measure 
called for a one percent reduction in all budget line items, 
transferring the savings to local aid. Proving that some spirit of 
partisanship is still alive and well, Democratic leaders scurried to 
defeat Krekorian's amendment, succeeding by just eight votes. 
“The Democrats weren't willing to make further human services 
cuts to benefit local aid", said Krekorian. 
Singing a New Tune 
It's hard to believe that just one year ago the same legislative 
body which last week passed a bare bones budget was then hiking 
taxes by over one billion dollars, Though Republican numbers 
have swelled in the General Court Democrats are still the 


© majority, but apparently are aquiescing to Republican doctrine 


and abandoning their familiar sound bites that "people should be 
willing to pay for the services", etc. 

What a difference a year makes. 

"The Democrats have finally faced reality, and the reality they 
are facing is Gubernatorial veto", said Barbara Anderson, 
Executive Director of Citizens for Limited Taxation. 

The threat of Governor Weld's veto is just half the story, § 
Since taking office January Third, Weld has affectively asserted © 
his philosophy on the Hill, that downsizing government is the only 
viable solution to the budget crisis. Weld is in charge of the 
political agenda at the state House, and last week's House budget 
proved that. 

No longer the Sacred Cow 

As: municipal leaders decried the local aid cut - "It's not } 
devastating - yet, were still on the way down", said Chairman Bob 
Doucette-of the Wilmington Board of Selectmen.~legislators were 
countering that local government has been guilty of what the state 
had typically been accused of, that is not making serious cuts. 
While state workers have been furloughed and foregone pay 
increases, a number of citics and towns are giving raises to their 
public employees. Brockton, the basketcase of local 
governments, gave school teachers an 11% raise over four years, 
just as Springfield gave an 11% raise over 2 years. 

The Wilmington Teachers Association has in hand a contract 
promising a 7% pay increase, following two successive years of 
the same percentage hike.

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Catch-and-release bass fishing 


by Bill Conlon 

Catch-and-release fishing makes 
sense in this crowded world, unless 
you're fishing for dinner, and now 
is the most important time of year 
for catch-and-relcase bass fishing. 

The bass are now spawning in the 
shallows, making them both easier 
to catch, and putting the species in 
greater danger. 

Over the past few weeks, the bass 
went through their spawning rituals 
of approaching and attracting. It's a 
bit personal, so we won't comment 
on their courtship. Suffice it to say 
that he and she got together. Ahem, 

Next, the loving couple moved to 
the shallows, from four to six feet 
deep, where they cleared off a three 
foot diameter "nest" in the sandy or 
gravelly bottom. The nest is made 
by finning out all the muck, leaving 
a bare spot in the sand that shows up 
well in clear water, Bass taken at 
this time will have rough red sores 
on the bottom edge of their tail fin, 
since the fin was used as a broom, 

Within the past week came the big 
finale to the episode, when eggs and 
milt were deposited in the nest: The 
fertile bass eggs are now under day 
and night watch by Mama, which 
puts her and her babies in danger, 

Anything approaching the nest at 


this time will be chased away or

removed by force, but never caten. 
Bass don't eat while guarding their 
nests, perhaps because instinct tells 
them that anything they eat might 
taste like youngsters. Not a nice 
way to treat your kids, especially 
since you're working to perpetuate 
the species. 

Anything approaching the nest is 
a danger to the eggs, and later to the 
fry after they hatch, Perch, sunfish 
and especially eels will be chased 
off, or grabbed and removed. 

To catch nesting bass, slowly drag 
a rubber worm along the bottom, 
but don't expect a bone-jarring hit, 
The pickup will be gentle, if you 
detect it at all, and you'll have more 
luck watching for a slight move- 
ment of the line. Mama isn't cating, 
she's just picking up the intruder 
and moving it safely away. 

But keep in mind Mama's role! If 
you take a bass off her nest, there's 
nothing Ieft to guard the eggs or the 
fry. Kibbics and perch will swoop 
in and feed like crazy on the babies, 
until-Mama gets back to her post. 
Every second Mama spends off the 
nest means higher infant mortality. 

Catch and release is definitely the 
order of the day, but only if you're 
quick. Putting Mama ina live well, 
then releasing her after the weigh- 
in a few hours later, is pure murder

on the kids. The nest will be clean 
by thé time she returns. 

Of course, Mama doesn't wait for 
the kids to graduate high school to 
get her life back to normal, either. 
After the babies -reach a certain 
size, or maybe after "X" number of 
days on the nest, something inside 
Mama's brain goes "BOING!" and 
everything she can find is gobbled 
up. Everything. The kids better 
leam how to hide, and soon. 


And, of course, there are dozens 
of nesting bass all across'the same 
pond, so losing one nest won't spell 
the end of bass as we know them. If 
you latch onto a monster, how can 
you resist hanging it on the wall? 
Be nice to the bass, if you can. 


There's an argument, which I like 
to challenge, that bass don't spawn 
after a certain age. The state now is 
studying "slot limits" on heavily- 
fished bass waters, to protect the 
breed stock. They argue that bass 
within a certain size range should 
be protected, say from one to five 
pounds. Any fish bigger or smaller 
is a legal keeper, but those within 
the "slot" limit have to go back. 

My doubts come in stating that the 
biggest, heaviest, oldest fish don't 
breed, I've taken some terrific bass 
during s ning s¢ason, always in

the same way and often in the very 
same spot, year after year. I'm not 
comfortable with the idea of meno- 
pausal bass, too old to breed. And, I 
feel, the older and bigger a bass is, 
the more we want those "bigger- 
smarter-better" genes to continue. 


Whatever the case, do practice 
catch-and-release bass fishing for 
the next few weeks. Mama's on the 
nest, right now, and she's got a job 
to do protecting her babies. Let her 
do her job, please? 


Besides, bass taste terrible. Catch 
a bucket of crappie, if you want a 
great meal of freshwater fish. 


~~ Tackle Box --- 


The state record for smallmouth 
bass was shattered recently, by just 
about a pound, If you've never tied 
into a smalimouth, you're missing 
the best fighting fish in fresh water. 
They are spectacular! On May 13, 
Barbara Sasen of Auburn, fishing a 
sinking Rapala about 15 feet deep in 
Wachusett Reservoir, latched onto 
an 8-pound, 2-ounce smallie, using 
4-pound test line. The earlier state 
record bronzeback was taken’ from 
the Quaboag River in 1984 by Mike 
Howe, and weighed 7-pounds-4,

The Reading Municipal Light 
Department has returned a total of 
$178,903.24 to the four 
communities in its service area as 
its in-lieu of tax payment for July 
10, 1990 through December 31, 
1990, Of the total amount, 
$22,709.26 has been returned to 
North Reading; $9,898.30 to 
Lynnfield; $113,645.47 to 
Wilmington and $32,650.21 to 
Reading. 

The figures were reached using 
the formula mandated in the 
legislation passed by the 
Massachusetts Legislature in 
December, 1990. This 20 year 
agreement calls for the RMLD to 
make annual in-lieu of tax 
payments of two percent of the net 
plant value to the four 
communities. The portion of this 
two percent which each community 


receives is determined by the 
kilowatt hours each individual 
community receives from the 
RMLD. 

Prior to the 20 year agreement 
between the four communities and 
the RMLD, the RMLD made an 
annual in-lieu of tax payment to 
each of the communities until the 
Department of Public Utilities 
ruled that such payments were in 
violation of DPU regulations and 
the payments were rescinded. 

After months of meetings and 
negotiations, the communities and 
the RMLD reached an agreement 
which was subsequently approved 
by the Massachusetts House and 
Senate. 

In addition to the formula for the 
in-lieu of tax payments,the 
agreement created the Community 
Advisory Board and set standards 
for the street lighting program,

New sign ordered for Brown's Crossing

The first pumping station of the 
Wilmington Water & Sewer 
Department was constructed about 
1926, beside the old right of way of 
the Salem & Lowell Railroad. That 
railroad was started back in 1851 
because the people of Salem 
thought that Boston was getting all 
the trade and business and Salem 
was getting none, the trade and 
business being the result of the 
cotton mill industry in Lowell. 

If Salem were to have a rail 
connection with Lowell, maybe 
Salem would get some of the 
shipping trade. 

The last train to run to Salem was 
in the summer of 1923, and it 
stopped at the railroad station at 
Brown's Crossing on the Andover 
Road in Wilmington. 

Tewksbury native Dr. Silas 
Brown had bought the land of the 
late Colonel Joshua Harnden, well 


over 100 acres, in addition to the 
building now known as the 
Harnden Tavern. The Salem & 
Lowell made a sign for the station 
— Brown's Crossing, as did all 
railroads in that day. 

Those signs have been-a favorite 
subject for theft by souvenir hun- 
ters. The Brown's Crossing sign 
was on display in North Wil- 
mington for many years, a source 
of pride to the people of the 
Wilmington Water Department. 
About three or four years ago it 
disappeared. Somebody now has it, 
in his home, and perhaps down in 
the cellar barroom. 

Last Thursday the Commis- 
sioners of the Water & Sewer 
Department voted to get a new sign 
for Brown's Crossing. 

It is to be made of cedar planking, 
and is to be three fect high. Quite 
probably the commissioners will 
take some active means to prevent

The commissioners approved a 
bid from ‘Frank Sullivan of 
Lancaster to construct a second 
well at the Chestnut Street well. 
The bid price was $71,922, and 
does not include any pipe or 
electrical work, 

The second well is needed 
because the water yield in the first 
well is running low. The million- 
gallon-per-day well clogs after 
about six months, and needs to be 
oxygenated and cleaned. The 
second well will be used to 
recharge the first. 

The Smith Pump Company of 
Wilmington was hired to do some 
work at the Barrows station. 

Water bills were a subject for 
conversation. Prices are going up, 
and Water Department clerks have 
been getting telephone calls,

those calls. In other homes. the; 
water department not. find, 
people at home and ent is 
impossible, “The percentage of, 
homes in which replacement was 
made is about 50 percent. 

Speaking of water usage, the 
commissioners were told that about 
18 percent-of the water pumped 
into the Wilmington water system 
is not accounted for. The figure 
used to be higher, but it has 
dropped. The "rule of thumb" for 
good usage in water departments, 
is 15 percent. 

The commissioners discussed the 
property adjacent to Route 125 and 
off the old Salem & Lowell 
Railroad, about one quarter or one 
third of which is owned by the 
Water Department. Fencing is 
being considered, and Supt. Paul 
Duggan will purchase about 1000 
black spruce trees, which are to be 
planted on the site, 

In addition the commissioners are 
thinking of the purchase of some 
Japanese cherry trees, for the 
Brown's Crossing station, 

The commissioners are in 
correspondence with Mr. Hechen- 
bleikner, the town manager of 
Reading, and with Mr. Fletcher of 
the Reading DPW regarding the 
Fordham Road sewer, recently 
voted by the town meeting of 
Wilmington. There will be a 
meeting to discuss problems, 
probably the trichloroethylene 
which was responsible for shutting 
down the Stickney well in North 
Reading. 

The commissioners discussed 
proposals for a sewer treatment 
plant, to be constructed in 
Wilmington, Such a plant, the

They’re being grilled in 
German; interrogated about the 
LR.A.; checked for head lice and 
trachoma; rejected left and right. 

Punctuated by scuffed shoes, 
worn satchels, tattered shawls, 
and more than a few of their 
favorite things, their lines wind on 
forever, but Reading’s Parker 
Middle School eighth graders - 
alias aliens - are pumped. 

With funds for field trips 
almost dried up, their social stud- 
ies teacher Gregg Beimler - enthu- 
siastically supported by his Parker 
peers - has done what he had to 
do, to introduce the immigration 
experience to his students with 
flair and flexibility: he has given 
them Ellis Island for a day. 

Knickers, knapsacks, knee 
socks, skull cap, family photo, 
wooden walking stick, Madonna 
clutched in hand, they, wait. The 
minutes drag. The floor is hard. 
The “families” buzz among them- 
selves, 

“We used to have a ‘Farm-to- 
Factory’ unit as part of our study 
of industrialization in America,” 
says Beimler. “The unit was 
designed around field trips to 
Sturbridge and Lowell to show 
how people from the farms in 
New England were recruited to 
work at the new mills, Because of 
industrialization, they needed a lot 
of new workers: first, mill girls; 
then, immigrants. 

“But because of our funding 
and budget cuts, we could only 
have one field trip.”

“Faced with less money, eager 
to improve curriculum, Beimler 
simply created an un-field trip. 

“I figured if we were only 
going to have one field trip, we 
could go to Lowell,” he continues, 
“and I could tie immigration in, 
because Lowell was and still is a 
city of immigrants, 

“I didn’t just focus on the 
immigration that happened in the 
1820's, ‘30’s, ‘40's, and ‘50's - I 
looked at it as a continuing move- 
ment, from the Asians coming 
across the Bering Strait to immi- 
grants today.” 

The crowd in the Parker gym is 
accented by violin and recorder, 
laundry bags, suspenders, pon- 
chos, crutches, oriental attire, 
Arabs in full dress ... wide- 
brimmed Mexican hats.

STONEHAM - Following the 
lead of 36 other communities and 
hoping to save the town up to 
$200,000, Stoneham Town 
Meeting has switched to quarterly 
tax billing. 

The ability to collect taxes 
twice as often as the current sys- 
tem allows is expected to provide 
town government more money to 
invest sooner, resulting in less 
need to borrow and decreased 
interest expenses. 

Of 23 other communities 
which recently made the switch, 
in the first half of 1990, $56 mil- 
lion was borrowed in anticipation 
of taxes - and in the first half of 
1991, only five of those same 
communities had to borrow at all. 


NORTH READING - The 
U.S. Postal Service may take over 
the vacant Ames-Zayre store on 
Route 28 in North Reading, using 
it for administrative and storage 
space as well as a satellite North 
Reading post office. 

The USPS might then move its 
Woburn administrative offices to 
the site, using it also as a ware- 
house for the Boston division. 

According to Postal Service 
Finance Director Frank Kelley, 
such plans have been sent to 
Washington for approval. 

The move will not help the 
local tax situation - Ames paid 
$36,205 in property taxes to the 
town last year; the federal govern- 
ment does not pay property taxes 
to a community.

A model example of the ‘90's 
designer - budget-crises-inspired - 
curricula, the Ellis Island Day unit 
is part of a carefully crafted patch- 
work. Beimler’s resourceful 
adventure in time involves exten- 
sive background study by teacher 
and pupils; the trip to Lowell; 
interviewing, videotaping and 
writing; “Boston, the Irish 
Immigrant Experience,” a project 
made possible by computer spe- 
cialist Laura Peterson; fiction 
based on research facilitated by 
library media specialist Mimi 
Finnon; and a pile more of home- 
work and fun for Beimler. 

“Using the sources you have 
researched and collected from 
books and magazines,” reads one 
possible topic on a typical 
Beimler handout, “create a fic- 
tional immigrant and chronicle the 
immigration experience of that 
character. If you choose to do this 
topic, be forewarned that I will be 
very strict in making sure you use 
large amounts of factual data to 
support your fictional story. 

“In other words, I do not want 
to use a shovel when I read your 
paper.” 

Marked by kerchiefs, caps, lay- 
ers of patches and battered trunks 
or suitcases or baskets, the lines 
crawl. The white-coated customs 


Officials ask questions, take blood 
pressure, mangle names. 

And “Where are you from?” 
the greenhorns ask each other. 

“Can we borrow some tools 
from the shop?” they ask Beimler. 

“Why aren’t you carrying any- 
thing?” they ask a peer. 

“T don’t have no bag,” he says. 
“I’m only a kid. I don’t carry 
stuff.” 

“T don’t remember much from 
eighth grade,” says Béimler. 
“Only two things - one’s sad and 
one’s very happy, and that’s about 
it. I know these kids will remem- 
ber this. 

“They'll be 30 years old and 
they'll be talking and they’ll ask

Ellis Island Day itself culmi- 
nated with a trip from the gym to 
the auditorium, where seven years 
later - in what seemed a matter of 
minutes, and a required letter 
“home” - the same immigrants 
became United States citizens, 
taking an oath of allegiance and 
listening to speeches by Beimler 
on the meaning of citizenship, and

going to cost me to buy the pop- 
corn, candy and cokes, I could 
take them out to a family restau- 
rant for dinner!” 

I felt for the guy; I was with a 
date, and neither one of us fre- 
quents the refreshment stand 
when we go to the movies. Seven 
bucks for a couple of matinee 
tickets, and that’s that. What this 
guy was about to spend would 
buy a fancy dinner for my date 
and me. 

“T remember growing up in 
Woburn,” I told this guy. “There 
used to be the old Strand Theater. 
Every Saturday afternoon my 
friends and I would go to the 
movies. Back then, in the late 
fifties, you could go to the movies 
for twenty-five cents. You're 
lucky to make a call on the pay 
phone in this theater for that 
today,” 

We adults chuckled, agreeing 
that, yes, going to the movies 
today isn’t what it used to be. We 
began bantering about other dif- 
ference, aside from the most obvi- 
ous one: the cost. 


“Back then,” I said, “going to 
the movies also meant standing in 
line, but the line usually stretched 
down Main Street. You wanted to 
stand in line, because it was a 
social event. You met up with the 
kids you hung around with in 
school, and shared all the latest 
gossip. Who was secing who, who 
was in trouble with the principal, 
things like that. Once in a while, a 
couple of guys Would g 
fist fight. That was always the 
major point of excitement before 
going into the theater. If the fight 
wasn't settled on the sireet, it usu- 
ally meant that the combatants 
would meet up in the boy’s room 
in the theater to finish their 
fisticuffs.” 

The guy with the kids felt a tug 
on his hand.

Also, never 
operate watercraft when other nat- 
ural conditions, such as fog, limit 
visibility. 

5. Keep a safe distance from 
beaches, swimmers, wildlife and 
other boaters. 

6. Make turns or change your 
course slowly and carefully so 
other boaters can predict your 
direction, especially in crowded 
areas. 

7. All watercraft should carry 
an on-board fire extinguisher. 

8. Observe speed limits, "no- 
wake" zones and other local regu- 
lations. 

Most local law enforcement 
agencies will send a copy of 
applicable laws and safety tips to 
boaters who request it, Lonski 
notes. "Contact local Sea-Doo 
dealer for more information on 
how to get the rules of the water- 
ways for your local area."

has the girl turned into wood, 
thanks to a magical necklace. The 
curse can only be lifted in a thou- 
sand years or when she meets her 
true love. 

Fast-forward to 1990, where the 
Prince (William Ragsdale) has been 
reincarnated in the form of a 
department store worker who feels 
a strange infinity for a visiting 
mannequin. The peasant, still in her 
frozen form, has been relocated 
from an obscure, germanic nation 
to a Philadelphia department store 
for a special display. Of course, she 
is released from her trap amidst 
numerous high jinks as the film 
careens toward a happy-ever-after- 
ending. 

One has to wonder why this film 
was ever made. There was obvious- 
ly little budget with which to work, 
and it's not as if the original was a 
fabulous work of art that left us 


panting for more. It was an okay 
movie that may have been on the 
cute side, but was hardly memo- 
rable. The sequel is even less 
remarkable, as this comedy/fantasy 
hasn't one real laugh in it and is 
about as imaginative as a car com- 
mercial. le 

As poor as the technical aspects 
of this film are, the acting is worse. 
Swanson is as stiff as her wooden 
counterpart and Terry Kiser, as the 
wizard, showed more range when 
he played the corpse in "Weekend 
at Bernie's.” 
Meshach Taylor for reprising his 
role as Hollywood Montrose, a 
flamboyantly homosexual window 
dresser. The stereotype didn't thrill 
the first time, but at least in the 
original his performance was amus- 
ing. Here he is simple over-the-top 
and annoying, which is not unlike 
the film.
